BIG INCREASE 

The analysis showed for the six 
months of the year exports to Can- 
ada amounted to $179,000,000, com- 
pared with $156,000,000 for 
first half of 1935, and imports from 
to $160,000,000, 
with $130,000,000. 


Asserting “the beneficial stim- 
ulus of the Canadian-American 
agreement already has become 
apparent,” the summary said it 
was “significant” trade between 
the two countries had improved 
“more noticeably” than their 
trade with the world generally. 


“Not only have both countries in- 
creased materially their volume of 
purchases from each other,” it add- 
ed, ¢‘but each has come to supply 
a larger share of the other's import 
requirements than they 
number of years past.” 
WIDE VARIETY 

Increases in American exports to 
Canada were said to have been 
greatest in the following categories: 
Fresh fruits and vegetables; cotton 
and rayon piece goods and wearing | 
apparel; furniture; periodicals, ad-| 
printed matter 
and various paper products; auto- 
motive products, 
radios, refrigerators 
electro-plated ware; 
wide range of machinery and im- 
plements, agricultural and indus- 
trial) and metal products generally. | 

Increased Canadian sales to the 
United States embraces notably, 
whisky, cattle weighing more than 
700 pounds, softwood lumber, 
horses, cheddar cheese, certain 
fish, maple sugar, seed potatoes 
and turnips.

Regina win to the tune of about 20-4, 


Bankers Hit Gaels’ Line. 


OWN in California is the most famous little college on the | 


North American continent—St. Mary’s. Its enrolment is 


said to be 380, but it is known almost as well as Harvard or | 
Yale. To date it has not produced an Einstein, Compton or | 


Jeans, but it has achieved fame by a much more certain 
method — it has produced the Galloping Gaels of football 


fame. These huskies, wearing the green harp of Ireland on | 
their jerseys, have held their line intact against the best | 


brawn and bone in the United States, but recent reports from 


California would indicate that a squad of five rotund invest- | 
ment. bank managers have smashed the Gael line like a steam | 


roller. 


The money moguls hit the line with their power play 
when St. Mary’s College defaulted bonds amounting to 
$819,000. They now have a motion before the courts to 
foreclose on all the college property and annex the gate 
receipts of the football team. 

To appreciate this picture of what football means to 
some U.S. colleges, you have to take a brief squint at St. 
Mary's history. Back in 1869, an old diocesan institution 
was handed over to the Brothers of the Christian Schools, a 
teaching body of monastic laymen. In 1920 the University 
of California beat St. Mary’s by 127-0, which can be taken 
as positive proof that the Brothers were not giving football 
its proper attention and position on the curriculum. The 
students could-knock an algebraic equation for a loop, but 
they hadn't the foggiest idea of gridology, which everyone 
knows is the only sound basis for a college education. ~ 

So in 1921, the Brothers brought one Edward Patrick 
Madigan from Notre Dame and gave him a free hand in 
renovating the department of football In practically no 
time he made it famous from coast to coast. Even the rock- 
bound coast of Maine trembled when the Gaels galloped over 
its grids, By 1928 the Brothers were reaping a bumper har- 
vest of currency from the team and they decided to expand. 
They sold the college's old site at Oakland for $750,000 and 
moved into nearby Moraga Valley. To complete their new 
plant, they borrowed $1,500,000 on a bond issue. In 1934, 
the bondholders were left holding an empty bag in which 
there should have been interest on $1,370,500 of bonds. They 
are still holding that bag and it is still empty. : 


In 1935 the college made a new agreement with the bond- 
holders by which the latter put in a comptroller. Football 
produced 37° of the college's total income. During 1935 
the team took in $140,680 in gate receipts. The comptroller 
was informed however that athletic expenses had in some

way reached the surprising figure of $139,862 for the season : 


which left a neat profit of exactly $818. Part of this was 
explained by the fact that Coach Madigan drew a salary of 
$7,000 plus 10°. of the gates which would make his year’s 
pay $21,068. However the bondholders stubbornly refused 
to believe that the balance of $118,794 was needed to field a 
football team for a season and started the foreclosure action. 


Union Cards For Boxers. 
UNDER the exhortations of Jimmy Wilde and Len Harvey, 

British fighters have just formed the British National 
Union of Boxers. The first objective is of course a fair rate 
of pay for leather-pushers. No member can fight for less 
than $5 for six rounds, $7.50 for eight rounds and $12.50 for 
ten rounds. 

The possibilities in this thing are immense. Imagine 
what the next few years will bring. At the peak of the 
fight season a strike will develop. The beak busting 
business will be tied up tighter than a sailor in a rum 
distillery. 

Champions may refuse to meet a challenger because he 
hasn't got a union card. Fights on legal holidays will count 
as time and a half. Cards will be issued only to boxers who 
have served a three-year apprenticeship, regardless of whe- 
there or not they can bowl an ox over with their right, and 
the number of apprentices will be rigidly controlled, The 
boys will be demanding shorter hours in the gym and more 
respect from managers and promoters, Grievance commit- 
tees will tell hard-boiled managers where to head in at and 
how much they have to pay their battlers. Some of the said 
managers will make profane retorts and they will suddenly 
find themselves boycotted and without a single fighter left 
in their stables.
